Bond Issue Could Give 
Answer To Euclid-Foothill 


Time for decision is nearing on what is going to 
happen to the southeast corner of Euclid Ave. and 
Foothill Blvd. 


Shall it be developed for commercial use? — 
Or, shall it be purchased by the community for 


eventual use as a park. 


While no definite plans are publicy known for a 
zone change on this small parcel, it is time for the 
public to give an answer to the question of whether 
the Euclid-Foothill intersection should be further beau- 
tified? Or should this one remaining undeveloped 
corner become the site for a service station or some 


other business? 


Many citizens in the past have expressed a hope 
that some portion of this intersection could be further 
beautified and not all of it be used for commercial 
purposes. The Upland News believes that the 1958 
municipal election would provide a logical medium 
for the public to vote on this question: “Shall Bonds 
Be Approved for Purchase of This Corner For Eventual 
Development as a Park?” 


If in that proposed election, the voters say “No” 
to the purchase of the parcel (for later development as 
a beauty spot and park), then thexe should be no fur- 
ther question as to a zone change. It. would be only 
a matter of time until an application would be filed to 
allow business. And that development could be a 
service station or some other business in keeping with 
highway use. 


If, on the other hand, the voters say “Yes,” then 
the city could purchase it through issuance of bonds. 
In future years, the site could be developed as funds 
were budgeted. 


We have Euclid Ave. today because of planning 
and expenditures in the past. It is one of the great 
assets of the community — and of the southland. 


The Euclid-Foothill intersection, some years ago, 
provided an opportunity for a great development as 
an unrivaled intersection of unique beauty. Along 
came the Stuft Shirt Corp. application and eventually 
city hall officials allowed construction of the restaur- 
ant. After many months of discussion, the 20 acres at 
the southwest comer of Euclid and Foothill was re- 
zoned recently. As a natural development, prospec- 
tive business developers are looking at the one re- 
maining corner — southeast. 


Of course, the cost today will be excessive. The 
fact remains, however, that today we are planning 
for generations to come. 


Now is the time for decision on whether Euclid- 
Foothill will become just “another” commercial inter- 
section or whether today’s citizens will make the most 
of the remaining opportunity to save this location for 
a touch of beauty and spaciousness.

It was then I dis- 
covered that when a 24 inch 
piece of material is mitred at 
either end the remaining piece 
will NOT be 22 inches long. 

I returned te the lumber 
company the next day ane 
purchased two 36 inch pieces 
to get my two 22 inci pieces. 
They wouldn’t let me return 
the tare for credit or reduce 
the price in face of this evi- 
dent waste. Although I have 
gained considerable note be- 
cause of some of my pleas, 
this one had less effect than a 
light morning dew on the Rock 
of Gibraltor.

Construction in ‘Upland dur- 
ing the first eight months of 
1957 is more than $1 million 
behind the same period ir 
1956, according to figures com- 
piled in the office of City 
Bldg. Inspector Richard Der. 
by. 

January through August of 
this year saw 336 permits is 
sued for $3,511,703 in new 
building. For the same period 
of the year previous, 447 per. 
mits were issued for construc 
tion costing $4,886,559. 


Most significant. fact of the 
1956 eight month total is that 
more than $4 million repre-. 
sented home construction with 
272 home permits issued fer 2 
total of $4,103,663 in new 
dwellings. This included sev- 
eral major residential tracts. 

With 1957 home construc: 
tion for the eight month period 
totaling 165 homes costing a 
total of $2,540,550, the current 
rate of home building shows a 
sharp drop of more than $1% 
million. The month of August 
however, hit a close pareilé! 
with last month’s 13 home 
permits totaling $246,925 while 
August of 1956 had 17 home 
permits totaling $248;600. 

With 1957 building’ in Up- 
land showing a $1 million de 
crease, it should again be 
noted that school house ¢ton- 
struction no longer is under 
the jurisdiction of city build 
ing inspection departments 
neither improvements ‘made 
tnis year to Upland Element- 
ary School district facilities 
nor the new classroom and 
shop buildings and swimming 
pools at Upland High school 
are included in the city builds 
ing total. If these projects 
were added, the comparison 
with the previous year’s 


building totals would show 
little, if any, drop in local 
building.
